3. FOURIE EXPLAINED THAT SECURITY FORCES HAD 
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INTERCEPTED TWO SWAPO COURIERS YESTERDAY (MARCH 22) 

WHO WERE ON THEIR WAY BACK TO ANGOLA. HE WAS UNABLE 
TO TELL US WHETHER THE COURIERS HAD BEEN CAPPTURED 
BUT SAID THAT IN THEIR EEFORTS TO ESCAPE THEY HAD 
LEET THEIR PERSONAL POSSESSIONS BEHIND. IN THESE WAS

BY BRAND EOURIE TO ME LAST SATURDAY, THE SAG SEEMS TO 
BE BANKING ON SWAPO TURNING DOWN THE PROPOSALS. WE 
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CANNOT SAY WITH CERTAINTY WHAT THE SAG PURPOSE IS IN PASSING 
THESE DOCUMENTS. THE REASONING SEEMS TO BE THAT A SWAPO 
REJECTION, TOGETHER WITH EVENTUAL PUBLICATION OF THE DEMARCHES TO 
THECAPE TOWN FIVE, WILL DISCREDIT SWAPO, STRENGTHEN THE SAG IMAGE 
OE REASONABLENESS AND EMBARRASS THE WESTERN EIVE. ACCEPTANCE 
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OF THE PROPOSALS BY SWAPO WOULD DESTORY THE SAG EXPECTATIONS 
AND PUT HEAVY PRESSURE ON THE SAG TO SIGN UP. I HOPE SWAPO IS 
SMART ENOUGH TO SEE THIS.
